Trading  on  a  reduced  volume  of  slaughter  has  continued  slow  in  the 
San  Francisco  wholesale  meat  market*    More  Good  grade  steer  beef  is  available,  and 
there's  less  cow  and  lower  grades  of  beef  in  the  market  •  Prices  have  held  unchanged 
on  steer  and  heifer  beef  but  have  advanced  $>1.00  per  hundredweight  on  Canner  and 
Utility  grades  of  cow  beef.    Beef  ribs  are  selling  &5.00  per  hundredweight  below 
a  week  ago.    Veal  continues  in  light  supply  but  unchanged  in  price.    And  there  has 
been  practically  no  change  on  lamb  and  mutton.    Ample  supplies  of  pork  are  selling 
on  a  downward  price  trend,  with  frosh  pork  loins  and  picnics  down  $1.00  to  $2 #00 
per  hundredweight  ,  and  butts  down  £56.00  per  hundredwoight •    Smoked  pork  cuts  also 
are  lower  priced.    Smoked  picnics  are  down  §4.00  per  hundredwoight,  and  smoked 
bacon  is  $2.00  to  £3.00  per  hundredweight  lower.    Refined  lard  has  advanced  50 
cents  per  hundredweight. 

There  has  been  little  change  in  the  wholosalo  butt  or  market.    Top  grades 
have  gained  l/2-cont  per  pound,  v/hilo  Grado  B(2nd  Quality)  has  dropped  another 
cent  to  a  quotation  to  retailors  of  65  to  66  cents  per  pound  in  cartons  of  1/4- 
pound  prints.    Grades  A&AA(lst  Quality)  are  quoted  at  68  to  69-1/2  cents  por 
pound  in  cartons  of  l/4-pound  prints.    Supplies  are  ample  for  the  rather  slow 
demand.    For  tho  woek  ended  Doc.  1,  western  butt  or  production  was  5  percent  abovo 
tho  provious  woek,  and  14  percent  abovo  a  yoar  ago# 

In  tho  egg  market,  Grade  "A"  Large  oggs  have  tumbled  in  prioo  9  cents  por 
dozen,  while  Grado  "A"  Indiums  are  down  6  to  7  conts  bolow  a  v/oek  ago,  and  Grade 
uAn  Smalls  are  1-cont  lowor.    Roason  — •  record  production  and  an  attempt  to  clear 
supplies  and  koop  local  prices  in  lino  with  prioos  in  other  areas.

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Cooler  weather  has  resulted  in  a  bettor  demand  in  the  San  Francisco 
wholesale  meat  markot*    Generally,  supplies  have  "been  ample  the  past  week, 
although  thoro  has  been  a  dearth  of  light-weight  beof  and  practically  no 
offerings  of  cow  beef  late  in  the  week,    fricos  have  fluctuated  to  some  extent,

grades  are  slightly  lower  than  a  v/ook  ago*    Grados  A&AA  (1st  Quality)  are  quotod 
to  retailors  at  67  to  69-1/2  cents  por  pound  in  cartons  of  l/4-lb*  prints* 
Grade  B(2nd  Quality)  is  quoted  l/2-cont  to  1-ccnt  higher  to  retailors  at  65 
to  66—1/2  cents  per  pound  in  cartons  of  l/4-lb*  prints*    Supplies  are  fully 
ample  for  demand* 

Trading  has  been  fairly  active  in  the  egg  market  under  an  improved  demand 
for  top  grades*    Demand  has  improved  especially  for  medium  sizes,  with  Grado 
"A"  Mediums  advancing  1-ccnt  to  a  quotation  to  retailers  of  44  to  45  cents  per 
dozen  in  cartons*    Heavy  supplies  of  small  sizes  have  resulted  in  a  price  sag 
of  2  cents  on  Grado  "A"  Smalls  at  39  to  41  cents  por  dozen  in  cartons*  Grado 
"A"  Largo  are  unchanged  at  51  to  52  cents  por  doson  in  cartons*    Egg  receipts 
aro  still  considerably  largor  than  last  year* 

With  offerings  of  all  classes  of  poultry  more  than  ample  for  demand,  prices 
gonorally  havo  dropped  1  to  2  cents  por  pound  on  drossed  weights  of  broilers, 
fryors,  roasters,  all  weights  of  Loghorn  hons,  and  colored  hens*    Young  hen 
turkoys  havo  advancod  1  to  2  cents  per  pound  sinco  a  week  ago*

There  has  been  little  change  in  the  vegetable  situation  the  past  week. 
Best  Buys  include  cabbage,  cauliflower,  spinach,  table  queen  squash,  and 
parsnips, 

Brussels  sprouts,  s wo e tp ot at o e s ,  celery,  lettuce,  and  Banana  and 
Hubbard  squash  are  all  Good  Buys, 

In  the  Fair  Buy  class  are  cjarrots_,  broccoli-,  and  artichokes,. 


During  the  past  week,  there  has  been  an  excellent  demand  for  a  light 
slaughter  of  meat  in  the  San  Francisco  -wholesale  market.    A  rather  uneven 
supply  of  beef  held  unchanged  in  price.    Yeal  has  been  in  very  light  supply 
and  prices  have  advanced  v2,00  per  hundredweight  on  Commercial  and  Utility 
grades.    A  very  broad  demand  for  lamb  and  mutton  resulted  in  a  price  hike  of 
tl.00  per  hundred-weight  on  all  grades  of  lamb  and  a  02,  00  to  y3*00  price  rise 
on  mutton.    Generous  supplies  of  pork  loins  dropped  yl,00  per  hundredweight, 
■while  a  broad  demand  for  fresh  hams  upped  the  price  VI,  00  per  hundred-weight 
on  thorn. 

With  demand  more  active  in  the  -wholesale  butter  market,  prices  have 
advanced  l/2«cent  on  top  grades 4    Grades  AcAA(lst  Quality)  arc  quoted  to 
retailers  at  67-1/2  to  70  cents  per  pound  in  cartons  of  l/4JLb.  prints.  Grade 
B(2nd  Quality)  is  unchanged  from  a  week  ago  at  a  quotation  to  retailors  of 
65  to  66-1/2  cents  per  pound  in  cartons  of  l/4-lb.  prints.    For  the  week 
ended  Dec,  15,  -western  butter  production  gained  3  percent  over  the  previous 
\7oek. 

Egg  prices  have  dropped  again  as  the  result  of  continued  heavy  receipts 
and  a  rather  slow  demand.    Grade  "A"  Largo  arc  quoted  4  cents  lower  to  retailors 
at  47  to  43  cents  per  dozen.    Grade  "A"  Hcdiums  are  quoted  3  cents  lower  at 
41  to  42  cents  per  dozen.    And  Grade  "A"  Smalls  are  quoted  5  cents  lower  at 
34  to  36  cents  per  dozen  in  cartons. 

Prices  have  dropped  on  practically  all  classes  of  poultry  as  the  result 
of  liberal  offerings  and  only  a  moderate  demand.    Broilers,  fryers  and  roasters 
are  all  down  1  to  2  cents  per  pound  on  dressed  weights*  lightweight  Leghorn 
hens  are  1-cont  per  pound  lower  and  heavier  weights  are  down  2  cents  per  pound* 
colored  hens  and  old  roosters  arc  both  selling  2  cents  per  pound  lower*  and 
turkeys  are  down  1  to  2  cents  per  pound  from  a  week  ago#

As  a  result  cow  beef 
carcasses  rdvanced  *1.00  to  .$2.00  per  hundredweight,  and  all  classes  of  veal 
and  calf  advanced  )2.00  per  hundredweight .     Prices  have  held  unchanged  on  all 
other  classes  of  meat. 

Supplies  of  butter    have  been  ample  for  the  rather  slow  demand  in  the 
wholesale  market.     Top  grades  ?re  unchanged  in  price  from  a  week  ago,  with 
Grades  A  &  AA  (1st  Quality)  quoted  to  retailers  at  67-1/2  to  70  cents  per  pound 
in  cartons  of  l/Vlb.  prints.    Grade  B  (2nd  Quality)  has  gained  1-cent  to  a 
quotation  to  retailers  of  66  to  67-I/2  cents  per  pound  in  cartons  of  l/ij-lb. 
prints.

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In  the  egg  market,  b  continued  good  demnnd  has  cleared  well  stocks 
of  top  grades.

"A"  Smalls  are  unchanged  from  a  week  ago  ct  3^4  "to  36  cents  per  dozen  in  cartons. 

In  the  poultry  market,  demand  the  past  week  has  been  greater  for 
turkeys  than  for  any  other  class.     Ducks  and  geese  were  also  in  more  demand. 
Trading  hrs  been  rather  auiet  on  other  classes,  but  prices  have  advanced 
1-cent  per  pound  on  dressed  roasters,  and  2  cents  per  pound  on  colored  hens. 
Rabbits  have  dropped  1  to  2  cents  per  pound.    All  other  classes  are  unchanged 
in  price. 
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
